Soccer Referees Have 
A Grouse Or Two! 


HERE appears to have been some 

grousing among the football re- 
ferees: over the methods employed by 
the Hong Kong, Football Association in 
the appointment of referees, especially 
in the First Division.and in represen- 
tative games... At a recent meeting of 
the Rererees’ Association, the Hon. 
Secretary was directed to inquire from 
the Football Association regarding 
their methods of appointment. 

I do not know what the reply was, 
but whatever the method used there is 
no doubt that it proved very satisfac- 
tory during the past season and was in- 
directly ‘responstble for the few mis- 
conduct cases reported. 

It is safe to state, however, that ap- 
pointments were not made by rotation. 
as in previous seasons, and that var- 
fous circumstances ‘were taken into 
consideration. 

While most First Division referees 
have an excellent knowledge of the 
laws of the game, temperament and the 
ability to give quick decisions are 
more marked in some individuals than 
in others, and this was taken into con- 
sideration in the appointments. 

Speaking to a First Division referee 
the other day, I was told that the fees 
paid to several officials was consider- 
ably less this season, owing to the 
jarge number of First Division officials 
during the early part of the season,
